Under the headquarters 
agreement with the United 
Nations the United States ad- 
1 mits correspondents from 
I countries it does not recog- 
g nie, with limited visas to 
cover the U.N., hut it is 
thought likely that any formal 
request from Burchett will re- 
ceive extra-carefuBi scrutiny.
